And the further he ripped and reached, to make Gods glorious 
power knowen, which others ſo long had maſked: it cauſed many queſtions rg bee 
mogved,which in this canyaſing conference is anſwered to the full. I my ſelf being 
an care-wirnes , to ſom part of that doftrine : which was as ſtrange to many atthe 
firſt,as it was to the men of Athens in Mars ſtreet, which counted Paul bur a babler; 
becauſe he preached ynto them, Iefus and the Reſurretion. a6

that he preached a dodrine (which they could neither begin nor end) paſt the

He 
Fein ir made nor to his purpoſe, did not convent me, but (withour 
all adoc) he ler me ly in priſon ſtill as afore, My wordes nor writings 
prevayling any whirt,l ny tothe King on *©E aſter monday, 
who appointed the ſame to be conveyed to the BB. And he therets to 
gine in his anſwer. Hearing nothing more of that of 7, weekes, I on 
the day of Pentecoſt inſuing, complayned ro his H:ghnes againe, 
T hereto, Sir [wlixs {ſar in his Maicſties name ſubſcribeth thus. The 
Kihgs Maicſty hatheftſoones referred this periti6 ro the Lord Biſhop 
of London, who is required by his Highnes calling other of the Hy- 
commilhon vnto him, withall convenicntexpedition and according 
to the Law,to proceede to iudgement, cirher with or againſt the par- 
tie,as bis cauſc ſhall deſerue; rhar his Highnes may not further bee 
importuned herein. So farre the Kings commaund. 

To the Biſhop I ſent it, bur hearing nothing from him,a fortnight 
afrer,l ſentrot he King againe.

Plagne,is a word taken in theevill part;and ſpoken of any harme 
inflicted vpon any Creature. All diſeaſes are termed plagues, be they 
inflited vpon mankinde, or others. So bc Croſſes in Common 
Wealthes; Chnrches, Famelies : So be ſom Windes, and Weathers to 
Trees, hearbes,flowers,&c. And ſo Egypt had his ten ſundry plagues. 
Bur paſſing by all ſuch inferiour ſortes, it is in this diſpute taken for 
a ſpeciall kinde of evill inflicted on mankinde.The Divine Prophets

Thereof it is, that ſometimes they Pines 
vrge textos'of ſcripture for making the Angell Agent, according to 
that ſpeach of our King in his Patliamentall Ocation, who termes 
the Pe#t the wiokeolence of Gods devouring Angell:and ſometimes a- 
gaine they diſcourſe of Corrupt ayre in ſaing Conſtellations and fu- 
ming corruprions, In which reſpecte, naturall politicall Orders are 
veeed; as for the other, Faſting and Prayer. In regard of the farſt, one 
(ſpeaking of the Plague in Davids time) writes thus: © This Plague ,,, Cupper 
came not by anyCaryer or Travailer, or by any infected perſons tra- gn z.$am. \ 
vayling from place to place & infeCting the people wher they came, 24. pag-78, 
bur it was ſent ſodainly from God, as the revenger of finne, He afrer- 
wardes graunterh, that ſuch a plague is nor at this day for vniuetſa- 

Jie and quick diſpatch, bur yer till thas God hath the fame meane 
at hispleaſure, ſo ro do. And this writer muſt be remembred, to hauc 
beene authorized by the Sza of London:and the ſame Booke applan- 
ded with the Preface of an ancient payntall «Preacher. For the other »$tephen 
ſorte of Peſt, namely derived from ſome corruption of the Creature, Egerton, 
and not immediacly from the Angells ſtroke, any learned (skilfull in 
nature) do graunt. And for thar,rake a Chriſtian Phyfittans teſtimo- 
nicamonglt ys. He having alleadged ſom reportes from, hiſtories 
rouching naturall Contagion, doth then conclude thus * This may , 
be ſuſſicient to ſhew,that the Plague 15 not alW49s the immediat ſtroke Hedar bs p 
of an Anzell.

peare,once in that He the Angell (be a good or bad one, ** forcither 
may be ſo imploydc) he is a Spirit, and this his Action done by an 
immediate ſpiritual] power bcyonde our reaſons pitch. Secondly, 
we [ce the Angell in eZgpit,as allo in Judea & 7ſraeli(norcls where 
do we ever heare the contrary) to be imploide in {myting hooſe af- 
tcr houſe,and City after City,cven all along the Coaſtes, from Dau 
to Feerſheba, aud not ſmyting that which might {myte another, 
which otherwiſe (if but for inſtruction ſake) would ſomtyme have 
bene done;and mentioned.

Pſal.and 
third verſe, they thus 1cad, He ſball deliner thee ew the Word, not fro 
the Pcſtilence, And why? becauſe that Peſt(as the comon Creature at 
ficſt) had the beginning and .beeing ſolely by the word of God : and 
this plague for contemning the blefled Covenaunt ſealed vp in him 
that is Logos the Word. Afterwardes in the fixt verſe of the ſame 
Pſalme, the Hebrue-Greckes ready thou ſhalt not be affraide { «fps 
tow pragmatos | of tbe thing,in (teed of peſtilence. Why? Becauſe irwas 
fach a RHEM A, ſucha PRAGAMA, ſuch a Thing, as they knew 
not properly how to terme it in the Greeke language: They well vn- 
derſtood that the Heathen-Greekes did terme it LOIMOS, and in 
reſpe& of the popular ſpreading Epidemia, wherefore then in their 
tranſlations ſhould they fo avoyde theſe wordes, and rather chooſe 
ſuch a terme, as ſhould drive the Heathen to a N on-plus ? No reaſon 
I can render,but that thereby they finely checked the Gentiles, as Ig- 
norant of that plagues cauſe, and therfore muſt be gl:d (kcavingrheir 

reat Naturians) to come ynto the written Woord of God for better 
carning. And in fo doing, they ſhall finde that DEBER is indeed 
DABAR, which nor only Fon fiech a Word, but alſo a Thing; Yea, a 
wiraculous Thing; as in Genel. 18. where Sarah thinking the woord 
of promiſe impotlible,the Angel thus checkes her;ſhel ary DABAR 
be heard tothe Lord? where that miraculous thing wasto be cffeted 
by the power of the word DABAR fignifying both , Now if the Peſt 
was ſuch a word,or ſucha thing, effeQted by a word, then itisto bee 
nombred amongeſt Swpernaturalls, and fo not infetious, ſeeing the 
partie ſo ſmitten, could not by all the corruption in his narure {cnde 
out ſuch a Word,ſach a T bing, begetting the ſame cffe in another; 
for ſo (which Ithinke were a petie blaſphemic) in ſteed of /ehovahy 
Angell, mans beaſtly corruption ſhould equalize the Angell,}8& rake 
the worke out of his handes, as being Fehowahs meſſenger herein(for 
Angell isthe Greeke word, and Meſicnger the Engliſh) which I haue 
not read of, at caſt nor obſerved.

The meanes be Prayer, © and the off ring vp our ſelues a li- 
ving Sacrifice, which David ran ynto in Sam 24, He ({ceing the An« 
g-ll ſmyring the people in ver. 17. (and not the people infecting one 
anther) he humbles him ſclfe, oftring his lyfe (few ſuch Governors) - 
for the ranſornc of his people, who arc indeed A Kings glory,Pro.1 4 
28. That this holy ation (and not Gallens Northeren winds 
obſerved by breathing the Chambers) was the meaucs whereby that Peltilence 
Do Katza= DEBER was ſtayed, the Angels band ſtaying to ſmyte any longer.
